is entered 


upon. There are crowds of impover- 
ished scions of noble families who are 
only too willing to barter position for 
wealth, and oae of .these being selected 
as eligible, he is obliged to sign a reg- 
ular contract, specifying exactly how 
much of his prospective wife's fortune 
be will pay to the aristocratic match- 
maker in tbe event -of his marriage to 
her 'dear young American friend.'

Cregan, who was convicted with Beck- 
er on the first trial, has turned against 
him and told the full story of the 
crime. His confession so far has been 
kapt secret, but it. together with the 
testimony of the Pinkerton detectives, 
who have closely followed Becker in 
his career for many years, and who 
arrested him as he was About to flee 
from the country after the passing of 
the forged check, and also the testi- 
mony of the American Bankers' asso- 
ciation, will, it Is claimed, leave no 
loophole through which this prince of 
forgers can escape. 


The prisoner has a most interesting 


•career and Is, without question, the 
cleverest arid most intelligent forger 
who ever came to th» attention of 
bankers and detectives. His methods 
were guch as to almost'defy detection, 
and It was his wonderful brain that 
conceived the plan of organization 
against hanks whereby he could keep 
far In the background and send much 
less important men to the front. 
He 


had the expert hand of an artist and 
also the knowledge and ability to lith- 
ograph drafts, to manufacture the 
watermarks on paper, to blend inks, 
and to construct special tools to assist 
him in making erasures on genuine 
drafts. 


Very little is known of his early 


days, but his criminal career extends 
back to the early '70s. In appearance 
he looks like a prosperous business 
man and carries his age very well. He 
Is now-about 49 years old and probably 
was born in Germany or came from 
German parents, as he speaks with a 
German accent, ttis iorehead is high 
and altogether, his facial expression 
_ 


designates an intelligence which is but j 
seldom found in any class" of criminals. 
In the rogues' galleries of almost all 
the large cities of the world are to be 
found his pictures, taken at different 
stages of his career, but all of them 
show him a criminal far above the av- 
erage in intelligence. 


For many years prior to his arrest In 


Philadelphia in 1896, Becker, Cregan 
and other of his associates b>d °een 
swindling banks all over the United 
States with raised drafts! 
Becker al-^ 


ways attended to the altering of the 
drafts, removing the writing with 
acids, restoring the most delicate tints 
to the safety paper and writing In the 
new amounts. When the amount of 
the genuine check or draft was per- 
forated or cut in the paper, he would 
fill in these perforations with paper 
pulp, then with hot irons press it out 
and perforate or cut the new figures 


the alarm, but the search revealed the 
fact that no prisoners had escaped. 
For several nights he soanded the 
alarm and the guards turned out.

On April 13, 1S76, they plan- 
ned to .drug Mrs. Chapman, but in 
drugging the liquor they gave her an 
overdose, which killed her, she hav- 
ing some affection of the heart Beck- 
er and his pals became alarmed and 
fied to this country by different routes.'

formed a gang and planned to defraud

Tork. A canceled check was secured 
and Becker made a counterfeit of the 
check, which was filled in for |64.000. 
This check was -presented by Joe 
Beilly, at the Union Trust company, 
and the money paid thereon.

The forgery was not dis- 
covered until the Croeker-Woolworth 
bank rendered its monthly statement 
to thair customer, the Woodland bank.

and shortly afterward McCluskey was 
caught in Minneapolis.' In the .mean- 
time Becker and Cregan were prepar- 
ing to leave the country and had gone 
so far as to buy their tickets to Guate- 
mala.

come east and endeavored to get some 
money f rom Beckfer and Cregan in or- 
der to aid Seaver, but they declined to 
give anything. When Seaver learned 
that his former pals were deserting 
him he confessed to Capt. Lees of the 
San Francisco detectives and impli- 
cated both Becker and Cregan. 


An indictment was then secured and 


the Philadelphia Pinkertons, who were 
cleverly following every move'Becker 
and Cregan made, arrested them a sec- 
ond time In Newark, May 13, 1896. 
They were then taken west for trial, 
At the trial in August of that year 
both men were convicted and Becker 
was sentenced to life imprisonment in 
San Quentin prison. It was one of the 
most remarkable trials on 'record. 
Becker spent considerable money In 
employing the best of counsel, and it 
was with the greatest difficulty that 
the prosecution could secure a convic- 
tion. 
The same was true in the sec- 


ond trial, when tbe jury disagreed. 
The third trial, which begins today, 
will be a repetition of the former two. 
Becker again has good counsel, but 
the prosecution apparently has 
the

Navajo Indians of New Mexico and 
Arlwma. These people still cherish as 
an article of faith the old belief that 
if a man-should speak to or even look 
at his mother-in-law he will become 
instantly dumb and blind. In 
that 


stage of culture which we term en- 
lightened the advent ofthis mother-in- 
law has been known to strike, a man 
dumb, .but as a rule blindness does not 
follow. 


During a recent surveying expedi- 


tion into the Navajo reservation I 
camped one night In December near 
a Navajo- bogan, or hut The night 
was bitterly cold, with a sharp, pierc- 
ing wind, but happening to walk over 
to the hut, perhaps an e'.gbth of a 
mile away, I stumbled oven what ap- 
peared to be a bundle of o'd rags, bat 
which on examination by the dim 
light of the stars turned out to be as 
old woman, decrepit and bent with 
age and so feeble that she had fallen 
from sheer weakness. In her hands 
she held a few bits of sage brush, 
which she had been collecting to make 
a fire, and as she revived, under our 
ministrations she muttered, "3es kaz! 
Bes kazt" (It Is cold; it is cold.) Be- 
ing asked why she -did not remain 
within the shelter of the hut on sneh 
a night she explained* that her daugh- 
ter's hnsband had come to visit them, 
and as she had no other place to go 
she had wandered out on the 
open 


plain. 
The situation is complicated 


by the prevalence ot polygamy In the 
tribe, with the result that some one 
or another of a man's mothers-in-law 
is apt to pop vst aliEost anywhere 
leave him a poor maimed wreck. As 
the belief is perfectly sincere this is a 
real danger, far more dreadful to the 
Indian mind than an encounter with 
an armed enemy. I have seen an old 
warrior—a man whose courage had 
been tried in battle and was beyond 
doubt—turn, and ran like a rabbit when, 
nottfled that his mother-in-law was 
approaching. If no such escape is pos- 
sible the man will drop down by the 
trail and drawing his blanket over his 
head remain thus ostrichrlike -until 
the danger is past. But it any of his 
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friends are about they will hustle the 
woman away and conceal her behind 
a rock or even behind some sage brush 
until he can escape. The woman, is, of 
course soundly berated for thus inter- 
fering with the cc-mfort and conven- 
ience of her son-in-law. 


We had much fun with one of our 


herders, an ill-favored Navajo perhaps 
35 years old, who had married 
the 


daughter of an old woman who lived 
near our camp. The wife had been dis- 
carded for good and sufficient reasons, 
but that made no difference so far as 
tbe old woman was concerned. Once 
a mother-in-law always a mother-ia- 
i'aw is the Navajo rule aiid we expend^ 
ed much ingenuity in the attempt to 
bring these two face to face., We 
never succeeded, but several times we 
came very close to success and were 
rewarded by the Intense excitement 
which took possession of the c/owd of 
hangers-on always about camp. On 
one occasion I called the old woman 
into the kitchen tent and gave her 
what was left of the coffee, always in 
demand by the camp followers. While 
she was drinking it I sent out 'word 
to tbe herder whom I saw coming tip 
the hill with the horses that I wanted 
to see him at once. He came up on 
a trot, smiling as usual, and had ac- 
tually placed his foot In?the doorway 
when a tremendous. yell broke from 
the hangers-on outside. Some word 
was shouted that I did not catch; the 
smtte on the man's face changed to 
alarm; he wheeled and shot oft down 
the hill like an arrow. How far h« 
ran I never found out, but he did not 
make bis appearance for more than 
Ihree hours, and for a week after that 
he was very surly. 
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"Sometimes they call a fellow's girl

COLUMBUS, 0.. F«B. 3.—In the Sm- 


preme Court yesterday morning Vir- 
gil P. Kline, M. F. Elliott and Law- 
rence T. Neal. attorneys for the Stand- 
ard Oil Trust, and Attorney General 
Monnett, Assistant E. P. Kinkead and 
Special Council Smith Bennett argued 
a question on which the whole easts 
against the Standard will probably 
torn. The arguments were made on 
the demurrers of the constituent eeia- 
panies ef the trust to the interroga- 
tories of the Attorney General. 


The Standard's attorneys held that, 


while the proceeding was a civil one, 
the qaeitions propounded involved 
acts which, under the aatitrust act— 
Valentiie act—were made crimes, aad 
therefore tke defendant companies 
were not bound to answer. A clause 
of the bill of rights ef the Ohie consti- 
tution provides against callixg upon 
any one to give testimony that would 
tend to criminaie himself. They also 
hold that the question of forfeiture of 
their charters being involved relieves 
them of answering the questions.
